Brings Up Sturdy Plants

It I* not uncommon for a hundred 
seeds to ire sown in space sufficient 
for IO plants, This m eans a crop 
reduced by crowding, unless much 
work is expended on thinning out 
til** excess plants. 
There is good reason for sowing 
more seeds than will be allowed to 
grow; but when this is overdone, 
there is a waste of seed and work
